Steinwenter "A 
youth's folly," and "Too late," and he 
won the hearty applause of the mem- 
bers. Mr. James Murray came up and 
gave us a well executed essay on " Lit 
tlo Doings," which was very well re- 
cited.

well debated. It was hard to de> 
eide which should be the ^victor, but 
at last, verdict was in favor of wisdom.

But from what I hear he will die 
young, being too smart. Hope not. 
Why, that little word, " wee," has had 
such an effect upon the teachers, that 
they have had to watch us, when 
going to the city, to prevent us 
from falling into pog's run, as we 
are so small.

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In onr hist issue we spoke of the 
incompetence generally manifested 
&tnong deaf-mates in mechanical 
callings, and tbe disadvantages of 
not being more thoroughly schooled 
in tbe particnlar branches of business 
which they follow. Of course when 
we speak of a lack of thoroughness 
among deaf- mates, we do not wish to 
imply that all come nnder this I 
bat only the greater number. In onr 
editorial of last week, we referred to 
tbe scanty instruction given in the 
industrial departments of some of our 
institutions, some of which have in 
their Annual Reports complained of a 
dearth of material and tools fur carry- 
ing on the mechanical branches. Yet 
while this lack of capability wh. 
found in the average graduate rn ay 
properly be attribute 1, in soma in- 
stances, to inadequate advantages, in 
others it is the fault of the graduate 
himself, who, when be hod an oppor- 
tunity for becoming at least, moderate 
ly proficient at some useful trade 
did not appreciate it, bat ins!- 
working with zeal ami enthusiasm, 
was continually planning how to es- 
cape from what be felt to be dis- 
agreeable and irksome. 

Many of the pupils in oar various 
institutions, as soon as they hive 
obtained a part knowledge of a 
trade, most inju lieionsly shorten their 
time and do not remain at school the 
fall length of the period allotted to 
them. They are encouraged in this 
nery often, by their pirenta, wL 
ts*oj happen to be in poor cireurn'- 
sUnces, are quite willing to hive their 
boy quit school, in order th it his 
labir iniy be mil) available to in 
areaee tbe weekly in the 

family. The result of tun is thit the 
yoath's prospects in the future are 
seriously dimiged for want of a proper 
education, while the temporary benefit 
from the addition of his small salary 
is pdtry in the extreme. Boys at 
school, while always attending strictly 
to their studies in the school-room, as 
the foandition upon which everything 
they miy a/terwir 1< acqiire is built 
should go at a tr wle with the deter- 
mination to learn it thoroughly, fof 
unless they en leavor to excel by a 
development of more than ordinary 
skill, tbey will never rise above the 
position of second class workmen, — 
hahle to be drifted here and there by 
the shifting currents of a variable 
labor roirket, and being unable to 
secure for themselves, by reason of 
their inferiority, any employment 
that could safely be called permanent 
The greed for quickly earned wages is 
▼ery strong, and the boy very 
often allows his avarice to blind hira to 
hie beet interests ; not folly recogniz 
ing the value of a complete techni- 
cal education in his tr

Another Word about the Gait of KemU

Having seen the Journal's several 
articles upon the gait, of semi-mutes, 1 
though. I would sound forth B brief 
account of mine. Losing tny 
ing at seven from Cerebrospinal 
Meningitis, I had to, on my recovery, 
begiu to walk again ns a child and 
was wheeled about as one for sonio 
time, and from that time, I have neve 
liecn able to (ivcrco-iie that dir.igree 
able rig-lag which is so strongly 
marked in my case, and I consider H 
one of tho effects of the disease. The 
spine may have something to do wit,)) 
it, but I have practiced the r< 
for crooked spines (walking with 
something heavy on the head) with 
out avail. My only remedy is : — ''The 
faster I walk tho straighter." It is 
certainly Impossible for me to main 
tain a good guit when walking with a 
person unless I take the band or arm 
of the person — a good illustration of 
oar wenknesf: and need of dependence 
npon Chi.it By sodding, very little 
staggering can be noticed in my gait, 
but without doing so my stagger 
seems greater still than it would be 
were I walking alone. My stagger la 
much less in the day time than at 
night, as others testify. Sometimes in 
attempting to walk in a narrow path 
in the snow, I am either compelled to 
take a seat or a stop in the deep snow 
on one side. I can remember of my 
school-days when I could hardly get a 
street companion among or be asked 
•S one by my associates, just because 
my gait was not agreeable (here I do 
not mean " Itevonge is sweet") but 
now my friends are of the true sort. 
I do not see any improvements over 
the past, but being in Worcester Past 
day with fast friend Ella, bei 
seeing ne walk together complimented 
me on having a better gait. Then 
may bo one thing with mo which is 
not BO with other semi mutes, and I 
will state it. It makes a great deal of 
difference which side I walk with a 
person. Strange, is'nt, it T If I walk 
right side my Stagger is greater, so I

Dkau Editor : — A. H. Cornel is no 
more, but his soul lives where he is 
happy forever. Mr. C. C. Curtis and 
wile, live near Lawrence, which has a 
population of about 12,000. They 
visited us last January accompanied 
by Mr. Cornel. Mr. and Mrs. G 
W. Harrison, who were class mates of 
Mr. Cornel, and who graduated with 
him from tho New York Institution, are 
renters of my farm. They have not 
seen each other for thirty years. Mr. 
Harrison hired Mr. Cornel to gather- 
corn, and paid him good wages ; but 
Mr. Cornel was taken sick, after work 
ing a week, and confined to his bed 
with consumption for three weeks, 
but under the doctor's treatment he 
was able to resume work. They fin- 
ished the work in two weeks, after 
which Mr. Cornel worked around do- 
ing chores, until ho received a note 
from his boss in Lawrence requesting 
nil i to come and work at house paint- 
ing. Being anxious to get some 
money, in. order that he might marry 
a deaf-mute named Octoria Lacy, of 
Walker, Vernon Co., Mo., who was 
educated at Fulton. She wrote to 
him saying that she wished to be mar- 
ried on the celebration of her birthday 
on the 29th of next May, and he 
complied with tier wish.es for the wed 
ding. It was a dreadful shock to us 
K) hear of the death of Mr. Cornel on 
the morning of the 3d of this month 
He was walking on the railroad with 
i pai; of paint and his hat being over 
his eves he did not see the approach- 
ing train, which rushing upon him 
killed him instantly. One of his legs 
and his arms were broken, and his 
face was badly wounded. Messrs. 
Harrison, Hutchinson and Curtis 
together " with myself, started out 
immediately to look at the remains, 
which were packed in ice to prevent 
mortification. A man got an order 
to ship the remains to the grave of 
his wife in Kirkville, Mo., where she 
died on the latter part of Decem- 
ber last year. He leaves two chil- 
dren who can speak and hear, one girl 
who is about 18 years old, and the 
other a boy of 2 years. I expect that. 
his death will crush the high hopes of 
his would be bride, and she has my

the Maryland 
Institution. 



Deal-Mute 



On a noble situation, which contains 
ten acres that are beautifully arranged 
and richly covered with grass and 
young maple-trees, the Maryland In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, at 
Frederick, is located upon the summit 
of a commanding eminence. The In- 
stitute is the highest place in Fred- 
erick, as we obtained the whole view 
S city when we stood on the 
balcony. It, although completed m 
1870, is built of fiue brick, consists 
of a completed basement, the three 
full stories, and a linisheij attic. In 
Che base as well as that of the In- 
diana Deaf Mute Institute, is located a 
steam heating apparatus, an engine- 
shop iH-hiud the main edifice, formed 
iu tho shape of a big tent. It seems 
somewhat small, but it is Considered 
•no of tbo finest institutions in 
the Union, and also more haudsomo 
than tho Kentucky Deaf-Mute In- 
stitution, yet the latter will soon be 
much finer, as it has obtained an ap- 
propriation of $40,000. The main 
entrance guides a vestibule decorated 
finely with fresco, and opening into 
dn bunding, that the officers of 
•ard of directors and the princi- 
pal, tho library, and rooms for school, 
are located upon, and they are all 

Though the seven teachers of the 
Institute 6eeiu assiduous faithful 
and zealous, yet the majority of 
them are females. The majority of 
the pupils aro of the age of from six to 
ton years, and ths older pupi.s learn 
thou various trades. The Institute 
has organized a printing ■office, ot 
whul an advanced pupil, Mr. George 
W. Veditz, of Baltimore, has the 
charge, of which the deaf mutes of the 
above-mentioned city should be proud 



bestows upon the school a great 
advantage, as daily lesson papers are 
printed so that the teachers may avoid 
hard service and trouble, and besides 
the annual reports are printed and 
made there. Tho older g'uls aro in 
the habit of working at housework, 
and sewing too, in order to became 
useful after they get through goibg to 
school. 

The very old shop is built of lime- 
stone, and is 103 years old, just like my 
watch, and it is tho same house which 
General George Washington us, 
a prison, and into which he command- 
s, the Hessians, to bo cast 
in 1777. Thus, I think no other insti- 
tute in this country, can surpass the 
Institute in having the highest honor 
in keeping the noble shop as Wash- 
ington's relic. 

During the Easter vacation, Mr. 
Charles Carraway and I flew on the 
B. & O. R. R. to Frederick for the 
purpose of visiting the Institute. 
We should be glad to say that we had 
an opportunity of seeing the exhibi- 
tion arranged by the teachers and the 
pupils.
